The company now has some 19,000 
applications for telephones whict

demands by spring of next year. 

About 8000 men and women arc 
now employed by the company in 
the city of Los Angeles, nearly 
double the number required in 
1926; in spite of the fact that more 
automatic telephones are being in- 
stalled every month, thus doing 
away with the need of switchboard 
girls. 

An idea of the enormous cost of 
telephone equipment can be had 
when it is known that the cables 
alone for the change between the 
Hill-street and Olive-street officec, 
a distance of only two blocks, cost 
more than $40,000. 

Yes, Los Angeles is growing, say 
the telephone company officials, 
and to back up their assertion they 
can point to investments of mil- 
lions and to demands never 
dreamed of.

Here he imthrown upon his own 
resources and his own responsibil- 
ity; he must wash his own dishes, 
make his own bed, and help with 
his share of the camp duties.

COMPETE FOR POINTS 

A competitive point system is | 
followed, by which each troop 
strives to win the greatest num- 
ber of merits on tests or 
camp work performed. Individual 
scout efforts are made to count for 
the most in the winning of the cov- 
eted first place. As many as 1500 
points have been won by the troop 
during a ten-day camp period, and 
these points were earned not mere- 
ly by passing high on tent and pa- 
rade inspection, but quite largely 
by individual scout ort. 

From 6 o'clock in the morning, 
daylight- saving time, until 9 o clock 
in the evening, every moment of 
the scout’s time is accounted for at 
Cherry Valley. The flag is raised 
with the customary bugle call and 
salute to the first beams of the ris- 
ing sun; then follows a brief set- 
up” in pajamas, then a brief dip in 
the brine and morning mess. Morn- 
ing inspection of tents occurs at 8 
o'clock, at which there is keen 
rivairy for first place. Absolute 
cleanliness and order are required. 
A bit of paper, a burned match or 
a piece of string left on a tent floor 
may cause that tent to 

at winning first place, 


MORNING TESTS 


Morning, sect period follows in- 
spection., is the time when the 
scout “goes up a notch” by passing 
a test in the second or first class or 
by winning a merit badge. Camp 
cooking. camp handicraft, camp- 
fire building, swimming, life sav- 
ing. first aid, surveying. tracking, 
pioneering, nature study, knowledge 
of the compass, knife and hatchet-— 
these are only a few of the things 
that come in the order of tests for 
the busy scout in camp. Some 
scouts win as many as six to ten 
merit badges or pass as many tests 
during the camp period. Scouts 
have arrived at Cherry Valley who 
were unable to swim when they 
first entered the water, but under 


the competent instruction given 
became expert swi ers and 
passed the first-class t in swim- 


ming before they left. 

All features of the scout program 
are constructive and of a nature 
ne win the interest of the boy 
through its appeal to his love of 
the great out-of-doors. The coun- 
cil fire every evening in a hidden 
nook of the canyon, is an attract- 
ive part of the scout's stay here 
Stories are told, songs sung and 
talks given by the leaders of an 
instructive and inspiring nature. 
Here the boys learn much aboyt 
the deeper meaning of the pledge 
he has taken—to be reverent to- 
ward God, loyal to home and coun- 
try, of helpful service to mankind, 
clean in body and mind, and mor- 
ally straight. Here, he learns. 
through legend and story, the his- 
tory and traditions of the Channe! 
Islands, and catches the spirit o* 
real Americanism through the in- 
spiring talks of the leaders. 

FUN AND GAMES 

Along with the work and the 
tests are fun and games. Two 
“big swims’ every day, in addi- 
tion to the early morning dip, gives 
the scout all the salt water he 
wants. There is a period for con- 
tests and games, and each camp 
has its hike, the objective for this 
being the wreck of the old Chi- 
nese pirate ship, the Ning Po, at 
Catalina Harbor beyond the Isth- 
mus. The birds, animals, flowers, 
plants and trees of the island are 
made a special study, and likewise 
the history and romance of Cata- 
lina from the time of its discovery 
by Cabrillo in 1542. 

The ten days of intensive train- 
ing and outdoor activity spent ir 
Cherry Valley are calculated to

Bureau of Education in

I suppose the most remarkable chapter in the history of popular 


education is being written in the Philippines.

introduced. Hundre ef American teachers volunteered for this

The common-school system is 
revolutionizing the economic and 
social as well as the religious ideals 
of the people. It has especially ex- 
alted work and made it honorable. 
Under the old Spanish regime all 
work was mental, the inevitable 
servant, or muchacho, was every- 
where, He carried all packages, 
however small, and when the pub- 
Me schools were first — 2. the 
muchacho carried the books or 
umbrellas of the scholars. And 
when school gardening was intro- 
duced it was a common sight to see 
the Servants carrying the hoes of 
the pupils. It was considered an 
insult for a teacher to ask a pupil 
even to close a door or a window. 


CUSTOM LINGERS 

The Americans were told by 
prominent Filipinos that to carry 
a box or a suit case would be to 
lose social standing. There are 
still some lingering remnants of 
these old ideals of social prestige. 
Even now only Americans are seen 
driving their own automobiles. The 
Filipino must have his chauffeur. 
His secial position he thinks re- 
quires it. And many a chauffeur 
declines to take care of the car he 
drives, that is the work of the 
muchacho. 

Industrial training fe given a 
paramount place in the pudblie 
schools. The pupils produce fur- 
/niture of the best quality from the 
beautiful hard woods which abound 
in the islands. Filipino boys have 
also been taught to make out of 
the buntal straw hats of the finest 
texture. The girls and women for 
generations have been noted for 
their needle work and in the school

embroideries 


Special attention also been 
ven to agriculture. his ig par- 

cularly advantageous to a people 
who are essentially cultivators of 
the soil. So skilful is the work- 
manship and so high is the grade 
of the work done that the Bureau 
of Education of the Philipipnes re- 
ceives orders amounting to 3130, 
000 a year from firms abroad for 
handicraft articles; the trade 
school product yearly is over $100, -" 
000, and the annual agricultural 
product of the schools is 
$280,000.

Sanization. There are seven ele- 
mentary grades in the Philippines, 
four primary and three intermed!- 
ate, topped by a secondary plan of 
four years. Differentiation begins 
with the intermediate School 
very much earlier than in schools 
in the United States. Every pupil 
must take some industria! training. 
Approximately 17 per cent of the 
total time in the primary grades 


intermediate school is devoted to 
graded vocational inetruction. 

The special intermediate voca- 
tional courses consist of farming 
and trades for boys and housekeep- 
ing and household arts for girls. 
There are thirteen large agricul- 
tural schools in the Philippines, t- 
teen farm schools, and 162 settie- 
ment farm schools, with grounds 
about them ranging in area from 
thirty to 2000 acres. There are 
over 4000 school gradens and more 
than 100,000 home gardens directed 
by the school, 

There is no common language in 
the Philippine Islands. There are 
forty different dialects and Spanish

In spite of the depression in the 
stock market, new corporate bond 
and note offerings in June, both 
in California and in the country 


as a whole, were in large volume, 
according to the monthly analysis 
of Cyrus Peirce 4 Co., in sharp 
contrast with the offerings of the 
previous month which were com- 
paratively light. 

California public utilities were 
particularly active in financing. 
bonds of that class having totaled 
no less than $11,258,000, This 
figure, which does not include por- 
tions of California issues sold out- 
side of the State, is Barger than 
that for any other menth, except 
January, 1923, since Cyrus Peirce 
& Co. began their monthly com- 
pilation and compares with a 
monthly average of $4,457,000 in 
1922. Ot all the public utility 
bonds and notes floated in June 
in the United States 11.55 per cent 
were issued and absorbed in Call- 
fornia.

the stock market, a definite re- 
sumption of the major upward 
price movement. Following the 
oversold condition of the market 
a few months ago, when Food 
stocks had to 80 down with the 
doubtful, the rally is but natural. 
This rally may develop into a 
movement of sizeable proportions, 
due to the Feversal of sentiment 
or it may very easily lead to 
profit taking. 

It was not so long ago that sev- 
eral million shargs of stock were 
feverishly thrown on the market 
by frightened traders, The intrin- 
sic value of shares was not a con- 
sideration. Margin accounts had 
become weakened and in the ab- 
sence of additional funds to secure 
these accounts stocks were sold, 
passing from weak to strong hands. 
Then came the reversal of public 
sentiment aided by the reassur- 
ances of bankers, Industrial lead- 
ers and financial writers. The 
professional stock tradérs, whose 
business by the way, seems to have 
constituted the major part of the 
transactions in recent weeks, suc- 


ceeded in working prices to a 
higher level. 


DISCRET BUYING 


It is not unreasonable at this 
stage to anticipate a profit-taking 
movement, prices rising and /fall- 
ing within narrow limita. Those 
who bought a few weeks ago, have 
in most instances a fair profit. 
There are, of course, Many excep- 
tions, notably in the rubbers, fer- 
tilizers, chemicals and cheap spec- 
ulative ‘oil stocks. 

It appears also that investors 
and traders are using more dis- 
cretion in their commitments. 
Stocks representing strong com- 
panies within strong industries 
such as the steels and equipments 
are being bought, while the weak- 
er iasues are being segregated. For 
example, new low levels have been 
reached by such stocks as Trans- 
continental Oil, Mexican Seaboard 
and Middle States; while Goodyear 
of Akron preferred remains firm 
in anticipation of dividends in the 
not too distant future. United 
States Rubber has declined sharply 
and Goodrich ig heavy. 
| The $6 dividend rate on Ameri- 
can Locomotive influenced a rise 
to above 73, equivalent to 146 for 
the old stock, and resulted in a 
shifting of speculative activity to 
Baldwin, which is said to be op- 
erating at 100 per cent capacity.

It 
is expected that the balance of 
the year will show 4 continued 
falling off. 

Commodity prices hate declined 
substantially from the high point 
of 1923; ranging from 5 per cent 
on steel billets to 20 per cent on 
pig iron, 27 per cent on sheet rub- 
ber and 28 peg cent on Chicago 
red wheat. 

The government crop report 
shows a falling off in wheat, rye, 
grain and minor crops, which is 
compensated in a measure by a 
gain in corn. The corn crop may 
attain a total of 3,000,000,000 
busels. Total production of miscel- 
laneous crops shows little change, 
but prices must be dictated by the 
market, based on demand as com- 
pared with supply. 

RAIL OPERATIONS 

The railroads continue to en- 
joy traffic, car loadings exceeding 
all previous records, with two 
of the best months still to ‘come. 
Yet, there is no car shortage. It 
is reported also that there . has 
been an unprecedented improve- 
ment th transportation efficiency.

Playwrights of Coast May 


be Originators of National 
School of Drama 


The little theaters of America 
ought to put on more hitherto un- 
acted plays, according to Maurice 
Browne. He made this observa- 


tion in Pasadena recently at a din- 
ner given for those who took part 
in the Community Piayhouse pro- 
duction of Strindberg'’s Lucky 
Pehr.“ which was its first on any 
American stage. 

More than ten years ago, Mr. 
Browne (who, by the way, is not 
related to Gilmore Brown, director 
of the Pasadena Community Play 
ers,) founded the Chicago Art The- 
ater, the first theater in America. 
As such he was one of the first 
American exponents of the little 
theater, and has been working in 
and for it ever since. 3 

“The greatest good that you 
Community Players, or any lttle 
theater group for that matter, can 
Go for the American stage,” said 
Maurice Browne, “is to open your 
doors to the young and unproduced 
playwrights of the country. Give 
them a hearing. When they ar- 
rive our national theater—<the the- 
ater for which we are all looking-— 
is sure to come into being. And 
who knows but what it may be 
born out here on the Pacific Coast 
—and in Pasadena? 

“All of us who are working in 
thie medium dream of the birth of 
a theater in America some day that 
will be to our country what the 
theater of Pericles was to Ath- 
ena, that of 
Elizabethan England, and Moliere’s 
to France. This theater will be an 
institution of art, literature 
culture rather than a business for 
maki money. That is why we 
slave for the theater in the hope 
that it will develop worthy dra- 
matiste, directors and players to 
realize our dream—to the end that 
@ theater will arise in America fit 
to rank beside the theaters of Ath- 
= London and Paris in their hey- 

ay.” 

Mr. Browne commended the poll- 
cies of the Pasadena Community 
Playhouse to do new plays and said 
it had already made itself felt by 
reason of its courage and ideals.

merchandise. The efforts of cer- 
tain marauders who were cogni- 
gant of this secret treasury, first 
to find Sung Ching and then to 
rob the mansion which he n 
and the measures which he adopt- 
ed to checkmate his enemies, con- 
stitute the story, which, while a bit 
too sophisticated, is nevertheless 
sufficiently interesting. 

ree readers who are of a erit- 
ical turn of mind witli discern cer- 
tain blemishes on Heller's brilliayt 
talent as a teller of tales.

New York Tribune honored Miss 
Hoffman in its art columns, and

The thing the sculptor 
thinks of is not the face or the fea- 
tures only, but the essence of that 
human being which radiates from 
the person. An artist who makes

perious command.” 

Her face flushed with enthu- 
slasm as she told the story of the 
conception of the twenty-six pan- 
els of the frieze picturing the 
Stages of Paviowa's Bacchanale.“ 
She has caught the movement of 
the dance in a kind of plastic 
rhythm. It is a record of one 
great artist's incomparable art, set 
down for all time by another great 
artist. She showed a note-book 
wherein she had sketched figures 
from the dance while standing in 
the wings during performances, 
and afterward in the dressing- 
room, where the tired dancer would 
pose. It was a work of seven 
years, and still unfinished. 

“I saw Paviowa do this dance 
for the first time when I was an 
unknown artist.” said Miss Hoff- 
man. “It helped me to decide my 
work. We made a compact long 
ago to work the frieze out to our 
own satisfaction of perfection. I 
made about 150 drawings. In 
Boston, in Paris, here, anywhere 
she was, we went on with it. The 
consequence is that two artists 
have welded their own arts to- 
gether for the sake of an idea. We 
have no notion where the frieze 
will be placed, We were im- 
pelled to do it. Art, you see, is 
a challenge, a commmand.” 

Another article on this same 
frieze in the New York Times in- 
forms tis that the panels are more 
than just twenty-six poses in the 
dance. -“They are twenty-six cit- 
cial moments whose rhythm im- 
plies the flow and design of the 
whole. So the linear rhythm of 
each panel must not only suggest 
the motion of the moment: repre- 
sented, but must flow into the 
rhythm of the ing panel so 
as to suggest t variation in the 
type of motion. 

That these panels and statues 
could be executed at all was due 
to Paviowa’s interest in the work 
and her co-operation in it. To

during the past decade. 

“But to speak of labor and de- 
tall is not quite enough. In eval- 
vating any art work we must make 
our due allowance for magic. No 
aesthetic system has ever pene- 
trated this domain of creative 
To Miss Hoffman's end- 
less care and technical knowledge 
we must add the quality of artist's 
magic. For how she caught those 
dynamic lines cannot be explained 
by book. Her explanation is that 
she feels them as musica] rhythms. 
All the values of sculpture, she 
says, are to her musica] values, 
for she was brough< up in an at- 
mosphere of music and learned to 
love tone before she learned to 
love clay. A short precious visit 
to her studio will convince one 
that these lines which she ‘hears’ 
will be felt not only by the tech- 
nical artist but also by the lay- 
man.

ELMER WACHTEL AND 
HIS OIL SKETCHES 


A collection of sketches from 
the brush of Elmer Wachtel has 
never, till today, been shown, and 
after its close at Leonard's, in 
Hollywood, such an exhibition will 
never be repeated. This, I gather, 
is Wachtel’s ultimatum. 

I may as well admit, in all 
modesty, that these eighteen de- 
lightful oil sketches from various 
parts of Southern California are 
exhibited at my request, a request 
that the artist did hot refuse be- 
cause we are such old friends. 

Elmer Wachtel’s sketches have 
always been a delight to me. I 
have pored over them, in his 
studio, for hours. Let me hasten 
to say that they are not sketches 
in the usual sense—that is, they 
are not mere brief notes on pass- 
ing phases of nature. Wachtel 
paints as deliberately, as surely 
and as brilliantly out-of-doors as 
he does in his studio, and every 
“sketch” is chosen as carefully 
for its composition in form as for 


its more transient beauties. In 
other words, it is just as much of 


in the studio, though it was painted 
at one sitting that was usually 
only a few hours long. 

You all know the result of such 
white-heat work when the artist 
also happens to be a painter of 
consummate skill with the brush. 
The sketch has a life. a spon- 
taneity and a verve that are sel- 
dom if ever found in the studio- 
painted picture. It is as sincere 
and naive and unashamed ag na- 
ture itself, and it offers us the 
feeling of the artist for the scene 
as he sat and painted. It is as 
much a poem as it is a picture. 

You may remember that I have 
often praised the quiet lyricism of 
Elmer Wachtel’s pictures. 
not “modern,” it is not “free 
verse,” since fits form is as true 
as its content or message. It is 
flexible, but never loose. It ex- 
presses the mood perfectly. Well, 
his delicate lyrical note is found 
quite as surely in the sketches as 
in the more deliberate pictures, 
and I am not sure that its expres- 
sion is not even more subtle in the 
former.

THREE PICTURES BY

The snow gleams 
under a soft blue sky, and the dark 
limbs of leafless trees flash into 
brilliant white light where the sun 
rays touch their burden of pow- 
dered snow.

DESTINED TO LIVE 


To choose for one’s record U- 
brary with discrimination is de- 
manding more and more a Mu- 
sical education. Even the great 
artists are in many instances ca- 
tering to almost popular appeal, 
and while they are making a few 
records that will go down in mu- 
sical history as fine interpretations, 
there is, of course, a great deal 
of less than no permanent worth. 

There are probably four records 
released this month Victor that 


will through the years hold the 
continued Attention of music lov- 
ers and students for their per- 


manent artistic value. Galli-Curct 
sings one of these. The number by 
Donizetti, who wrote into his op- 
eratic arias so much for the @is- 
play of the coloratura voice, is 
Linda's Cavatina, O luce di questa 
anima (Guiding Star of Love.) 
The soprano herein finds oppor- 
tunity for both brilliant 
cato work and legato 0 
rare beauty, and one * her lovely 
trills. The aria proper is preceded 
by the recitative “Ah!  tardai 
troppo.” 

A second record of importance 
is Lohengrin’s farewell, the aria, 
“Beloved Swan.“ It is sung in 
German by Orville Harrold.

Writes True Story of Rex 
Beach Novel 


— — 
“The True Story of the Spoilers,” 
a legal version of Rex Beach's 
novel, The Spoilers,“ been 
written by Judge William W. Mor- 
row of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals of San Francisco. 
Judge Morrow's work is having 
an extensive circulation both in the 


United States and abroad. In it 
he has shown that Rex Beach's 
story is more than a brilliant lit- 
erary effort and that there is an 
intellectual side of the novel which 
sets forth the exploits of the ruf- 
flans who attempted to use the law 
as an instrument of fraud during 
the perilous time of the Alaskan 
gold rush. 

Judge Morrow, in his treatment 
of the subject, tells of the charac- 
ter of the court proceedings in 
Nome about which Beach wove his 
plot. 

Judge Morrow, in a recent letter 
to Jesse D. Hampton, who pro- 
duced “The Spoilers” as a motion 
picture, said that the Rex Beach 
novel is doubtless attractive to the 
public because it deals with thrill- 
ing adventures accompanied by 
physical force in the midst of ele- 
mental conditions wherein superior 
force and skill win, but only dy a 
thrilling. narrow margin. “As 
stated by one critic,” said Judge 
Morrow, The Spoilers’ is a frank 
glorification of brawn and bone; 
it is dedicated to the physical 
appetites and passions; it sings the 
praises of the savage life. 

“But I would add with empha- 
Sis, continued the judge, that it 
is a fine tribute to brains as well 
as brawn, culminating in the true 
glorification of firmness, moral 
character and professional legal in- 
tegrity, as exemplified in the final 
collapse of the entire corrupt judi- 
cial proceedings.“ 

Jesse D. Hampton, with the aid 
of his director, Lambert Hillyer, 
has attempted to follow Judge 
Morrow's ideas on the subject. The 
pair, in the film version which 
opens today at the California The- 
ater, have brought in the legal de- 
taila in a striking manner while 
prserving the novel and the grip-

“It is unfortunately necessary 
to report a terribly large number 
of crimes of violence among the 


Eskimos,” says the report. “At 
present we have under on 
charges of murder or related 


crimes no fewer than nine of these 
people, three at Pond Inlet (on 
the Northern Coast of Baffin 
Island.) f've at Heschel Island, 
and one at Tree River.. : 

The number of deaths involved 
is thirteen and of the dead three 
are white men. : 

In addition, several other mur- 
Ger cases are under investigation. 
In the past summer months two 
courts proceeded to the Arctic re- 
gions to try these cases, one to 
Ponds Inlet and the other to 
Herschel Island. 


HAVE WEAPONS 


This crime wave is surprising as 
the Eskimos in general are a 
kindly and docile people. 

In all probability in the past 
many quarreis among them had 
fatal endings; and in any case they 
are now armed with exceedingly 
deadly weapons. 

A grave feature of the situation 
is the number of white men who 
have fallen victims to the violence 
of these people. In 1912, Messrs. 
Nadford and Street were killed at 
Bathurst Inlet in the course of a 
Quarrel, in 1813 Rev. Fathers 
Rouvier and LeRoux were mur- 
dered on the Coppermine River, 
Spparently out of more cupidity. 
In 1920 Robert 8. Janes, a New- 
foundiand trader, was shot at Cape 
Crawford in Baffin Island as the 
climax of a series of disputes.

“The General Federation of 
Women's Clubs is now the biggest 
force in the world because the 
women are organized in clubs in 
every place in the world,” said 
Mrs. Burdette. “Uniform action 
is needed in all club work, the dis-

‘purner’s suicide came as a 
great shock to his friends and 
business associates, by whom he 
was universally liked. His asso- 
dates became uneasy yesterday 
afternoon when he failed to re- 
turn after leaving rather sudden- 
ly at noon and search was made 
for him yesterday afternoon and 
last night. 

Turner's car was noticed at the 
rear of his ranch by neighbors, 
who thought nothing of the mat- 
ter, But early this morning, H. 
Roy Smith, a neighbor, investi- 
gated and found turner’s body 
on the ground. A revolver was 
tightly clasped in the right hand. 

Urner was a capable, depend- 
able man and his relations with 
the Firat National Bank were 
satisfactory in? every way, accord- 
ing to A. J. Crookshank, president 
of the bank.

The public utility com- 
panies are also ordered to lay their 
mains unless they are already laid. 
If the property owner disregards 
the order, the work is performed 
by the city, and the cost, plus a 
specified penalty, is charged against 
the property owner. This plan has 
been successful in Detroit, and has 
been the means of saving a consid- 
erable amount of money and un- 
necessary work.

Many mothers were found 
who took patent medincines for 
their supposed help during child- 
birth, and even after the medicine 
had been analyzed and declared 
misbranded by the Federal author- 
ities it continued to be used ex- 
tensively. 


WHAT PEOPLE NEED 
‘As a result of the study, which 
is the eighth of a series of studies 


made by the Children’s Bureau in 


Kansas. Wisconsin, North Carolina, 
Georgia, Mississippi and Montana, 
the government experts recommend 
as the immediate need of the 
mountain mother the establishment 
of a rural public health nursing 
service. This would bring to the 
mother in her home proper instruc- 
tion in maternity and infant care. 

The report also recommends a 
“hospital service which would pro- 
vide for maternity 
care available to every home in 
the area, a full-time county com- 
missioner of health and regulation 
practice of midwifery.” 

The county which was covered 
in the investigation is situated 

but that State is praised 
in the report for “its rapid strides 
in public health achievement” 
since the time of the bureau's 
study.

INE IS DOOMED 


Soviet Policy Spells Ruin | 


for Railway 


Service Now Fair, but 
Replacements Made 


Traveler Sees Coming 
f Famous Road 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

TOKIO, Aug. 18.—Whether the 
Trans-Siberian route for passen- 
ger traffic will be opened soon is 
now being energetically discussed 
in this part of the world. Reports

DISINTEGRATION SEEN 
Under the Bolshevik regime, it 
is stated, nothing is being done to 


keep the actual roadbed and ral 
in a proper condition. The cars 
are becoming worn out and it is 
impossible to replace them, which 
in the end will mean the disinte- 
gration of the road and the end of 
a service that was famous through- 
out the world in the days before 
the European war because of the 
excellence of the service. ; 

“The trip can be done even 
now,” declared Mr. W. Pouschareff, 
one of the directors of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, who has just 
touched Japan on his way back 
from Europe to Harbin, where he 
has his headquarters, “without 
much trouble. One factor, how- 
ever, is vital and that is the ob- 
taining of a Bolshevik passport. If 
this can be obtained the biggest 
obstacle in the way of such a 
journey is removed. The accom- 
modations are not what they used 
to be, but they are passable. Con- 
nections are rather bad, but usual- 
ly can be had within forty-eight 
hours.” 


Mr. 
present the railways of Russia and 
of Siberia have been divided into 
three classes and those of the 
third-class have been closed as un- 
necessary and the rails and rolling 
stock transferred to the lines of 
classes one and two. When these 
lines have all been destroyed and 
the equipment used up, the cquip- 
ment of class two will taken and 
put into class one.

farther into the water, because 
the fresh water is lighter than the 
salt water and a larger ‘volume of 
the fresh water must be displaced in 
order to support the same weight. 

This, then, gives us the clew that a 
hydrometer is in reality somewhat 
like a ship. The stronger . and 
heavier the solution into which it 
is placed the less depth it will sink. 

Under these conditions if a scale is 
placed upon the narrow upright 
stem of the hydrometer the depth 
of sinking can be very easily read 
and recorded. 

It is im the marking of the scale 
that a very great difference exists 
in hydrometers, for some instru- 
ments are calibrated to give the 
reading directly in specific gravity, 
‘by which the actual weight can be 
ascertained by merely multiplying 
the weight of a gallon of water by 
the reading of the specific gravity, 
meter. 

There is another scale which is 
very much used with brines, oils, 
gasoline, etc. This scale is called 
the Baume scale. The only dif- 
oe between hydrometers read- 

Baume and those readi spe- 
— e gravity is the difference in the 
marking of the scales. Both scales 
may be marked on the same instru- 
ment. In order to calculate the 
liquid from the Baume 
it ia necessary first to con- 
Baume reading to specific 
It is very important also 
that there are Baume 
hydrometers for liquids lighter 
than water and also for th 
heavier than water. Formulas f 
converting the readings are: 


specific gravity equals 1380 plus 
Baume reading, and liquids heavier 
than water—145 specific gravity 
equals 145 minus Baume reading. 
In using the hydrometer it is 
very important to have the liquid 
at the proper temperature or else 
to use the temperature correction 
factor, since the reading is mate- 
rially affected the temperature 


of the liquid. standard tem- 
perature at which most instru- 
ments are cali is 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


In reading the hydrometer it is 
important that the liquid be in a 
quiet state and all the air bubbles 
out before the reading is taken. 
Then, in taking the reading in 
transparent liquid, it is desirable 
to place the eye slightly below the 
plane of the surface of the liguid, 
then raise the level of the eye grad- 
ually until the ellipse becomes a 
straight line. The reading will 
then be at the place where this 
line cuts the hydrometer scale. 

In darker or opaque liquids the 
reading must be taken from above 
the line and the distance estimated 
from the reading at the upper 
meniscus. to the principal surface 
of the liquid.

The question of what tent to take is one of your first problems. 
There are any number of good auto 
tents on the market. If you are 
going for a long tour, making short 
stops here and there, do not take 
one of the old ‘style army tents. 
These take too much time to erect, 
are not waterproof unless vou use 
u fly, and take two people to put 
them up. There are specially de- 
signed auto tents similar to the one 
illustrated that are thoroughly 
water and insect proof. 


The best tents have a sewed in 
canvas floor, and flaps for ventila- 
tion that are gauze covered to keep 
out the insects. It should be so de- 

that you can set a table in 
the centre and stand upright on 
both sides of the table and have 
plenty of head room. Most good 
auto tents can be erected by one 
man! yet are so well braced that 
they will stay put during the heavi- 
est storm.

It's all right in theory to enjoy the 
beautiful smell of a wood fire and sit down while the bacon is fizeling, 
but just strike a few wet days, or after a long day’s run you have to 
go out and hunt for wood, and you will 1 become converted 
to the little portable gasoline stove. With the gasoline stove, you 
do not need to worry about collecting wood etc., and on a wet day

“Porch.” e writer has used a gasoline stove for a number of years 
now, and would not think of starting out on a camping tour with- 
out it. 


The size and number of cooking ctensils will depend on the num- 
ber of people in the party. It is much better to buy one of the outfits 
made by firms like the Wear Ever Aluminum Co. than use the regular 
house utensils. These outfits are light and nest together in a ve 
small space. For say four people the outfit should include—3 cooking 

ts, coffee pot, frying pan, 4 each bowls, plates, cups, knives, 

orks, teaspoons and tablespoons, large kitchen knife, long handled 
spoon, can opener and a fish slice for turning pancakes, etc. 


What sort of bed shall I take? Most of the firms that make auto 


tents also make a suitable bed to 1 with their equipment. These are 
very comfortable, and can be folded up into a small compact bundle. 
If yon want REAL comfort, take one of the special air They 
are the last thing in comfort, and the dead air space insulates you 
against the cold that comes up underneath. In any case take some 
kind of mattress, either felt or wool, not the usual kind you use at 
home, but one of those made specially for auto camping. The num- 
ber of eae you take will of course be a question for you to decide 
yourself.

Mrs. Stratton was astonished 
and somewhat annoyed when she noticed 
that her son was announced in large hand- 
bills as “Gen. Tom Thumb, a dwarf 11 years 
of age, just arrived from England.” 

The “just arrived from England” was the 
first instance of a method Barnum often 
repeated. He realized early in his career

“Each side has some elements of truth. 
The improper use of meat is responsible 
for much harm, but the same is true of 
foods which the vegetarian substitutes 
for it. : 

“The best scientific inv and 
experiments in food problems indicate that 
meat is not, strictly necessary, and that the 
health of the American people would really 
be better if meat were eliminated from the 
diet, for the diet of the average person con- 
tains enough ‘building’ material without the 
addition of meat. Meat, usually eaten 
with other hearty foods, supplies an ex- 
cess of building foods. 

“Undeniable findings of scientists, after 
long and careful investigations, prove that 
the normal human body cannot utilize more 
protein (building material) daily than is 
‘contained in approximately four ounces of 
either ‘beefsteak, roast beef, sausage, 
chicken, fish, ham or lamb chops; in fact, 
any meat excepting that which is very fat. 
This amount of protein (building material) 
is emphatically declared to be the extreme 
limit—even for gluttons, and that any 
amount eaten in excess of this must be 


*| secreted as waste from the body, at the ex- 


pense of the kidneys. 

“As the daily diet of the average person 
contains more than the required amount 
of protein, even if meat is omitted, it is evi- 
dent that it is not necessary in the diet. 
Unless we greatly reduce our daily con- 
sumption of other foods, which also supply 
protein (building material,) such as the 
grains, legumes, etc., meat should be 
amitted. If, however, the individual insists 
on having meat in his diet, he must under- 
stand the simple dietary laws that govern

These “Marthas” have their own weekly 
journal published in Swedish and Finnish 
and besides they issue cookbooks and col- 
lections of songs. They are now making 
dolls, an industry which is carried on in the 
home. They are slightly assisted by the 
government and the local associations of 
farmers, and in the past two years have be- 
come affiliated with the Northern Europe 
House Mothers Alliance. The movement 
has been so beneficial that it is spreading 
to Sweden, Norway and Denmark.

Cocaine and Cocoa 

OLLOWING is from the Scientific 

American: 

“Recent reports that the cocaine-taking 
habit is increasing have started many dis- 
cussions as to just what cocaine is and 
whether it has anything to do with cocoa, 
or with coconuts. Does it come from the 
poppy? Is there any cocaine in cocoa, cdf- 
responding to the caffeine in coffee? All of 
these suggestions are erroneous. The con- 
tusion arises from a similarity in names, 
and to the fact that cocaine, cocoa and Cco- 
conuts have their source largely in South. 
America, 

“First, let us dispose of coconuts. They 
grow on a kind of palm tree, are the size 
of a man’s head, produce ‘copra,’ which is 
the commercial name for the inside of the 
rut before it is shredded for frosting our 
cakes. 

“Next, it is not cocaine but opium that 
comes from the poppy. 

“Cocaine is derived from coco leaves. 
‘Coco erythoxylon’ is a plant that grows in 
the mountains of Ecuador, Peru and Co- 
lombia. Its leaves produce cocainé if put 
through a certain chemical process. Co- 
caine is a white powder, resembling confec- 
tioners’ sugar. It is taken by addicts 
through the nose, like snuff. It sharpens the 
brain and increases the courage. Criminals 
usually preface a big crime with a strong 
dose of it. They call it ‘snow’ or ‘sugar.’

“Nothing, in the last analysis, but an ac- 
tive kilowatt scurrying from its birthplace 
to its work bench in the most effective 
manner, losing as little of itself as possible 
as it hurries on the way. 

“There is nothing new in that, of course. 
Kilowatts have been hurrying about, per- 
forming disagreeable chores for indulgent 
human beings, ever since Benjamin Frank- 
lin drew a few of them from heaven on a 
They rush two miles across a city 
just to say ‘Line’s busy!’ They ring door- 
bells, light electric bulbs, fire cannon, climb 
six flights of stairs to fry an omelet. There 
is nothing new about a kilowatt. So far as 
superpower is concerned, the novelty lies 
elsewhere. 

“Tt lies, specifically, in two new factors: 
First, an amazing development, altogether 
recent and still under way, in the ability 
of®men to harness enormous charges of 
electrical. energy and put them to produc- 
tive work. Second, evidence of a new in- 
terest, in authoritative quarters to which 
I shall refer, in making use of this control 
of energy eYfectively; keying it to a unified 
plan that will extract from it the full meas- 
ure of its possibilities. . 

These are the two chief factors behind 
the superpower plan. Neither of them, it 
will be noted, is the handiwork of the re- 
former or the politician. Superpower is 
an engineering program. 

“There is none of the utopia about it. It 
does not depend, for its achievement, upon 
the prompt remodeling human nature 
overnight. It is definitely a problem in me 
chanics. It needs a mammoth program. 
And nothing of that sort can happen all 
at once. Some of the benefits of super- 
power lie almost within our grasp; others 
at a distance. How great a distance, we 
shall test with time. But it is worth not- 
ing that electricity forces ahead by leaps 
and bounds. It performs its amazing feats 
with sq much magic that it makes* them 
look commonplace. Not many of us would 
have thought, when Marconi was tinkering 
with wireless, that in a few more years 
50,000 boys in Kansas would be listening 
to a brass band in New York. 

“One point should be remembered: The 
superpower plan is coming normally. Just 
one factor is responsible for its develop- 
ment—a good, sound, engineering factor. 
And that factor’s name is wasted power.”

GREAT European statesman, himself 
no friend of militarism, told the Dis- 
armament Committee at Geneva: “Gentle- 
men, I oppose any discussion of compacts 
to limit the weaponry of war, or to miti- 
gate its horrors.

You 
know and I know that, in the event of an- 
other war, our governments will shrink 
from no horror which will insure victory.”

Killing no Murder" 


ERE is a recent dispatch from Chicago: 
“This is a difficult task for me, You 

and I were comrades overseas, fighting for 
the country we loved,’ said Judge Phillip 
Sullivan today, in passing sentence of 
death upon John Meissner for the murder 
of a taxicab driver. Continuing, the judge 


„ should have thought that from your 
army experience you would have learned 
the lesson as a soldier, to stay away from 
crime. As it is, law and humanity demand 
that I sentence you to death.’ 

“Meissner, balancing on the leg that was 
crippled in France, heard the sentence 
without flinching.” 

How can you expect a man of average 
intellect—or perhaps of less than average 
intellect—-to comprehend that for four 
years he may—or indeed must—kill men he 
has never seen and against whom of course 
he has no grudge, and that, on returning 
home, it becames a crime to slay a man 
who perhaps has done him a great wrong?

Flying Straight Up Presents 
Great Difficulties | 

HBP fact that, arter many years of en- 

periment, only a few successful flights 
have been made with the helicopter—an air- 
plane that rises straight up from the 
ground as an elevator—shows the difficulty 
of the problem which the aeronautical in- 
ventor has to tackle. It might be sup 
posed that if the airplane could rise with - 
out difficulty at a slant from the ground, a 
little adjustment of the wings would en- 
able it to go up at right angles, but the 
puzzle to be solved is less simple than that, 
as a comparison with an every-day sight 
shows, 
| Draymen are often to be seen rolling a 
heavy barrel up a plank and into the van. 
They could not possibly lift the barrel from 
the ground to the van direct, but the grad- 
1 slope of about forty-five degrees up 
| which the weight is slowly pushed makes 
the work far easier. In the same way an 
airplane weighing 3000 pounds cen rise at 
a slant of fifteen degrees with a motor that 
des a “pall” of 500 pounds. In other words 
e motor can lift à weicht equal to six 
times its own pulling capacity because it 
3s able to do so gradually. If, however, the 
airplane of 3000 pounds ip weight were. to 
rise vertically it would need a motor pull of 
3000 pounds.

Quite a number of birds build nests on 
the ground, and for that season they must 
study color very closely. The partridge 
wears a dress of neutral color which match- 
es the woodland surroundings so perfectly 
that even when she flies she is almost in- 
visible. 


The viper is another instance of a case 
where color is the means of protection. His 
neutral tint enables him to attack and es- 
cape from his enemies without warning. 
The frog, too, looks like the scum in which 
he quietly awaits his insect food, , 

Caterpillars adopt a similar camouflage. 
Some types match the twigs on which they 
crawl, and further assist the deception 
by striking stick-like attitudes that deceive 
even the eyes of the keenest birds. The 
coxcomb, a prominent caterpillar, curls its 
body into semicircle so that it looks exact- 
ly like a rolled-up leaf of the twig on which 
it crawls.

In Lincoln’s work in this period, March, 
1859, to March, 1860, there are a number of 
ideas which his previous speeches show 
have passed through his mind, but upon 
which he had not enlarged, which now 
come to the front. There is the feeling he 
had already shown of the injustice of bitter]. 
and vituperative attacks upon the South- 
ern people. He never could forget that the 
people of the South had been born to slav- 
ery, that all their teachings and associa- 
tions had led them to accept it as a matter 
of course, a part of the constitution of 
things, and that the North had had its part 
as, well as the South in perpétuating the in- 
stitution in the country. In his talk to the 
Cincinnati people in September of 1859 
there was an effort to make them feel that 
while he thought slavery was wrong and 
must not be extended, and they felt it was

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B. Hannahs trailed the story of Ra- 
mona to haunts on Mt. San Jacinto, 
put Idyllwild on the map and entered 
upon a free rangey career of gentleman 
mountaineering, the deer leaped through 
the buckthorn and Old Tahquitsz rumbled to 
varied and melodramatic version of 
life than now. There were campers, to be 
sure; bug hunters, plant specialists. 
map makers, rest-seeking journalists, and 
the gay and destructive bands of predatory 
vacationists. But there were also numbers 
of unbedizined folk, the carefree sauntering 
sort, about whose past and family connec- 
tions and present business it was not policy 
to display curiosity. 

The Eighties were exploitation years on 
the forested slopes and in the pleasant mile- 
high valleys of San Jacinto Mountain. At- 
tracted to the lumbering camps, the mines 
and cattle ranches came a whole nervous 
horde of disputatious customers. The name 
of Marshall was locally celebrated by a mem- 
ber of the family called “Charley,” by the 
cutting of a deputy-sheriff notch on the han- 
die of his talkative six-shooter. A man 
named M. S. Hall secured the backing of a 
Los Angeles bank in an enterprise for sup- 
plying the Southern Pacific Railway with tie 

timber. Thus the first road from the wide 

pass to the north- was built up into Hurley 

Flat and extended fifteen miles across the 

west slopes of the mountain to Fuller’s Mill 

at the head of the present Dark Canyon. 

But the venture resulted in the breaking of 

the bank. When Mr. Hannahs, now the 

oldest settler left on the mountain, pur- 

chased a vast tract of timber land in 1887, 
M. S. Hall had retired to the edge of the 
desert near Cabezon to plant the first fruit 

trees, while Jim Farrar of “Ramona,” alias 

Sam Temple, had settled down near by with 

his wife, his wild exploits concluding in a 

game of monkey and cat. 


_ Villain of Ramona States 
Reason for His Crime 


€ AM TEMPLE, ‘whose overt devilishness 
: won him . the place of chief villain in the 
most popular of California romances, drifted 
into the San Jacinto lumber camps from 
Montana, a rough and ready mountain 
freighter of the desperado type. Cherokee 
and negro collided with English in a fero- 
cious make-up, absolutely conscienceless, de- 


void of feeling, irredeemably .brutal. Yet 


he was a good fellow when not crossed, a 
happy-go-lucky sort whose meaningless 
oaths are imbedded in every rock of the 
mountain side. It is true that he shot Juan 
Diego, the half-witted prototype of Ramona’s 
lover, in cold blood for taking, perhaps accti- 
dentally, one of Temple's horses. The shoot 
ing occurred on the night of March 23, 1883, 
probably much in the manner depicted in 
the book and represented qa few years ago 
in moving pictures. Temple made his depo- 
sition before Judge Tripp in these words: 
| “Personally appeared before me Samuel 
Temple and makes the following statement 
(namely) That he has this day committed 
justifiable homicide upon an Indian sup- 
posed to be one Juan Diego and under the 
following circumstances (viz) That he, the 
said Temple, followed the tracks of a horse 
stolen from him last night from the corral 
of Hewitt & Jordan in San Jacinto and 
that the tracks led to the house of said Juan 
Diego and that there he saw his horse and 
upon inquiring whose horse it is, Juan Die- 
ego approached him with a knife in his hand 
and replied it is mine. And further Temple 
asked where did you get the horse. I got 
him in San Jacinto. All the time approach- 
ing in a threatening manner, whereupon 
Temple alleges that he ordered him to 
stop, and the Indian did not heed the order; 
whereupon Temple says I shot him with the 
shotgun which I carried and as the Indian 
did not yet stop coming I shot again and 1 
had to use the butt end of my gun before he 
fell; and I took my horse and returned to 
San Jacinto.” 

The prisoner was allowed his liberty un- 
der the recognizance of the court; six sub- 
poenas were issued for witnesses; at the 
trial a week later a discharge was asked for 
on the grounds of justifiable homicide; as 
no one appeared to prosecute the prisoner, 
the discharge was granted, “as it appears 
that no offense under the law has been 
committed.” In those days the killing of 


an Indian was not a matter of great mo- 
ment.

HIRTY-FOUR years ago when George 


white frontiersmen to play havoc with 
the lives and property of the Indians. For- 
merly the red people had camps and ranch- 
erias in all parts of San Jacinto Mountain. 
Not being fighters and knowing nothing of 
their rights under treaty stipulations, they 
meekly gave way before the advance of ag- 
gressive intruders and permitted their im- 
memorial lands to be invaded and overrun 
by the white man’s cattle. Their only meth- 
od of retaliation was by burning the slabs 
of bacon rationed to them by the govern- 
ment, a magic rite by which they expected 
to shoo away the intruders! The moun-

tain valleys afforded favorite rendezvous for 
this ceremony, as well as providing them 
with a natural, greatly appreciated food 
supply to take the place of the contaminated 
bacon. 
Walking with Mr. Hannahs a few hundred 
feet from his door; we come to a wide flat 
granite slab deeply indented with regularly 
formed holes. We count thirteen, spaced 
about a foot apart. As he talks on in an 
even-toned gentle voiced—fostered, we may 
imagine, by years of listening to th soft 
soughing of the wind in the pines—a curious 
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scene unfolds in our fancy. Rotund squaws 
and long-haired Indian maidens are seated 
around and upon the rock, each busily ply- 
ing an oblong stone pestle in one of the mor- 
tar cones. Others are shelling dried acorns 
into attractively designed baskets. Handfuls 
of the kernels are placed in the holes, The 
pestles pound and rub; brown and yellow 
meal is soon produced. somewhat mixed, we 
suspect, with particles of granite. The in- 
dustrious hum of the work is accompanied 
by a blended hubbub of crooning, chatter 
and laughter: taciturnity, supposedly, char- 
acterizes the red race; but in this instance 
the sex is stronger than the race! Some 
scoop the meal from the mortars into baskets 
and bear it away to the creek. Following 
them there, by means of our interesting nar- 
rator we see the baskets partially filled 
with water, while dark hands and arms 
churn the mixture until a milky ooze 
creeps out through the tight weave. The

When I first met Mr. Hannahs some 
years ago he was running a little combina- 
tion store and postofiice at a bend of the 
road taking out from Idyllwild toward Ban- 
ning. Quiet, hospitable, methodital, unas- 
suming, he was a sort of natural part of the 
congenial wilderness, playing a beneficent 
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and satisfied role in the dispensing of neces- 


sartes to recreation seekers and moun- 
taineers at remarkably low prices. : 


A Good Friend to Adventurers 
In the Mountain Wilderness 


TIS QUAINT signs decorated the little 
rustic cabin and called out welcoming- 
ly all up and down the grades: Free Camp- 
ing Grounds at Postoffice, Campers Wel- 
come, and other kindly assurances that for 
venturing twenty miles into the mountains 
one was not going to be mercilessly robbed. © 
The Hannahs’ store was consequently the 
objective-point for outers, ranchers, co . 
boys, lumbermen, and everyone else at- 
tracted to the mountains by either business 
or pleasure. Here was a chance to restock 
the kyaks at no greater cost than that 
charged in the stores below; here was ref- 
uge from a raw night if one Was overtaken 
without a tent or minus the price of a bed 
at the resorts; and above all, here was the 
best of company for the long evening beside 
the fire while the wind howled through the 
ravines and the rain or snow swirled down. 
Mr. Hannahs is a man of slight physique, 
rather boyish both in looks and manner. 
His mode of life and his active interests 
have kept him physically fit and able far 
beyond the expectation of his years. When 
the mountain was first chartered he acted as 
guide for surveyors and scientists. He has 
never ceased roving familiarly all over it, 
from the middle resort regions accessible 
by auto roads, to the primeval heights— 
Tahquitz Peak, Hidden Lake, Round Valley 
and the tiptop summit, 10,805 feet into the 
cold zenith—accessible only by steep and 
hazardous trails. In fact he is responsible 
for many of the names attached to promi 
nent points and places on the mountain. 
An early exploring party made the dif- 
cult ascent up over the precipitous west rim 
between Tahquitz and the main peak. 
Thence they rambled through undulations 
of dark forest delightfully varied with 
virgin meadows, open slopes of wild flow- 
ers, the fern and flower-filled dells and ra- 
vines of cold crystalline springs and sing- 
ing streams, on, many miles to a still higher 
balcony of the mountain top. Suddenly 
through a narrow pass of granite walls they 
spied a mirrowy surface of water. The dis- 
covery was the more surprising because of 
the rocky up and down character of that 
the mountain, towering dizzily 9000 
feet above the Palm Valley end of the Sal- 
in the Colorado desert. So they 
little gem of shining water Lake 
Surprise. Good trails have since been built 
by the Forest Service from Idyllwild and 
the lower valleys to the sylvan heights and 
this entrancing spot, aeriely hung above the 
desert.

In many ways it is 
distinctively the wonder mountain of the 
Southwest. It is a perfect monograph of 
the high Sierras, produced in a southern 
zone, combining the ruggedness and sum- 
mer winsomeness of the Rockies with the 
startling fantasticalness, of the California 
desert. Its plants and animals, about which 
Mr. Hannahs has collected intimate bits of 
information, range the gamut of curious 


variation, from the indigenous denizens of . 


an Alpine region to the natives of the arid 
tropics, possessing intermediate mixtures 
and adaptations most interesting to com- 
Roundabout the spring in the little ravine 
his home, Mr. Hannahs has for many 
nursed and guarded a considerable 
lily garden, the wild lemon or Parry lily, 
found only in the San Jacinto and San Ber- 
nardino Mountains.

Felt as Big as the Prince 


E WAS introduced by the Queen to the 
Prince of Wales.

It was twenty inches high and eleven inches 
wide.

On the doors 
were the General's coat-of-arms, conferred 
upon him for the occasion by Barnum: Bri- 
tannia and the Goddess of Liberty, sup- 
ported by the British lion and the American 
eagle. The crest was the rising sun and 
the British and American flags. Under- 
neath was the motto, “Go Ahead!” The 
same crest was on the body of the coach 
and on the harness. , 


The coachman’s box was of red dvd 
embroidered with a silver star and flowers 
of red and green. The equipage was drawn | 
by Shetland ponies, and two small boys 
acted as coachman and footman. These 
equerries wore sky-blue coats trimmed 
with silver lace, and aiguillettes tipped 
with silver. Their breeches were red, with 
silver buckles and silver garters attached, 
and they wore cocked hats and wigs. The 
footman also carried a cane. The cost of 
this imposing advertisement was between 
£300 and £400. 

As this carriage, with the tiny General 
bowing from right to left and left to right, 
proceeded in the line of court equipages 
along the Champs Elysees, thousands 
cheered enthusiastically for “Le Gen. Tom 
Ponce.” 


A Cabful of Francs 


HIS exclusive advertising swelled the 

profits at the first public exhibition. 
Barnum’s profits were so heavy that, he 
tells us, he was compelled to take a cab 
every night to carry his francs. Tom Ponce 
became the rage of Paris, and he attained 
cosmopolitan fame when at the age of 6 
a boulevard cafe was named after him. 


Barnum and the popular “General” toured 
France, Spain and Belgium and then re- 
turned to England for a second engagement 
that was even more successful than th 
first.

HILE in England Barnum had the au- 

dacity to make an offer for Shake- 
speare’s home. He knew it would never be 
permitted to leave Dugland, but which he 
planned to remove in section to his museum.

ing among the poorer classes here. Miss 
Furnhjelm tells me that before the war, 70 
per cent of the citizens of Helsingfors lived 
in apartments of one room and a kitchen. 
Many families of seven or eight people had 
no more accommodations, and even then 
they might take a bachelor or so to board 
Today the standard of comfort for the 
working man seems to be two rooms and a 
kitchen, and the government has wans for 
poor people, which are restricted to homes 
of that nature. If they have more than two 
rooms and a kitchen, they are living 
luxuriously and do not deserve the 
ance of the government. There are 
one-room houses scattered over the farm- 
ing districts, although there is usually a 
bath house adjoining.

peasants is largely rye brad and fish. The F 


fish are eaten dried, fresh, salted and raw, 
and they are sometimes served as an appe- 
tizer. The bread in some families is baked 
only once every three months, or perha 
twice a year. The loaves are round, h 
and of about the circumference of a flour 
barrel. Each has a great hole in the center 
so it can be strung on a pole and stored 
away under the roof. Such bread is jaw- 
breaking and it may be from the exercise 
it affords that the lower classes have excel- 
lent teeth.

Romance of a Stolen Mail Bag 
The English Postoffice Department main- 
tains an official of the nature of a historian 
whose duty is, among other things, to col- 
lect and record various data about the serv- 
ice. One of the most curious exhibits of 
the department is a time-worn oil-canvas 
mail bag—a reminiscence of a daring mail 
robbery. This bag is over 100 years old, and 
was forcibly taken by an armed footpad one 
evening in February, 1798, from the post 
who was carrying the mails between Y 
and Selby. A reward was offered for the 
apprehension of the robber, but no 
trace of him or the mail bag was found un- 
til nearly eighty years later. The discov- 
ery then came about in a most singular 
manner. In 1876 an old wayside inn was 
being demolished at Churchill, near Selby, 
and in the rafters the workmen found, 
among other things, the long-lost mail bag, 
it having evidently been hiddep there by 
the highwayman of 1798, after being de-

T GOES without argument that the liv- 

ing-room should have a better location 
| than any other room in the house, This 

is true to such an extent that in archi- 
tectural plans this room is the keynote of 
the whole. Of course there is a best rela- 
tive position for the living-room, but 
ome to be considered first of all is the ab- 
solute position. This is a very simple 
ter in California. But even though it is 
simple, or rather because of the simplicity, 


there is no deviation from the rule. No 
more deviation than there is from the rule 
that in the westerly’ wind beit the best resi- 


dence district of each city is the western 
section. The best location for the living- 
room of every house is the southwest cor- 
ner. And this location can be given re 
gardiess of the frontage direction, of the 
lot on which the house is located. The best 
way to prove this to youreslf, if you are in 
doubt about its feasibility, is to get a piece 
of popes pencil and draw a plan of a 
house t6 be built on a corner lot that faces 
north and east. The trick, remember, 
so to plan the living-room. will have 
a south west exposure, and at the 
same time the house must not have the 
appearance of turning its back to the street.

THE summer weather influences the 
bardmeter, we are reminded of the 
fact that another moulting period ts 

not far off. And while the discarding of 
the old feathers and the growth of new 
plumage is a perfectly natural function, the 
process is nevertheless more or less try- 
ing on the birds, and it also denotes a peri- 
od of light production. To accelerate the 
moult and so hasten a new laying period, 
some breeders advocate feeding a scant ra- 
tfon on the inception of moulting, and when 
the old plumage has been partly discarded, 
feeding heavily, with the idea of shorten- 
ing the moulting period. In a.measure, this 
may be all right, but to our way of think- 
ing, the practice is inadvisable. in the 
first place, the starving process tends to re- 
duce the vitality and stamina of the birds 
which is not at once recovered with the 
advent of the forcing process. Nature should 
be allowed to take its course. Feed the 
rezular ration liberally and allow the de- 
velopment of a new coat of feathers to 
proceed along normal lines. It will be no- 
ticed that the late moulters are also the 
good performers. in this connection, it 
might also be noted that a ration rich in fat 
or oil and high in protein, will accelerate 
the development of feathers and also give 
them a glossy appearance. For this rea- 
son fanciers and breeders handling exhibi- 
tion stock often resort to feeding quite lib- 
erally of sunflower. seed. In bulletin No. 
258 on the “Moulting of Fowls” (Cornell 


University) Prof. J. k. Rice writes that “it 


docs not pay to force moulting by fasting, 
but that it is good policy to encourage the 
hens by careful feeding to lay during the 
summer months, and that when hens want 
to lay, tolerate the habit, and the moult will 
follow.” He also sates, “that in most in- 
dividuals, the mowt is subservient to egg

Another writer says, “A Beat red comb, 
glossy green-black plumage and bright yel- 
low legs make a most attractive bird but, 
clean legs and sound vundercolor rarely, if 
ever, go together, and generally one or the 
other must he sacrificed.

“Transylvania Naked 4 Necks” 

This breed is said to have originated in 
Kastern Hungary and first became known 
in England some 40 years ago. Later it was 
introduced into this country. Here and 
there a flock is found, owned usually by 
those who crave the unusual in fowl life. 
The body is short, legs and neck rather 
long, head medium, with single comb, tail 
full in the cock bird, wings long and strong, 
thighs short and the bird has four toes. 
The pronounced feature of the breed is that 
for a distance of about three inches, the 
neck is entirely denuded of feathers, comb 
and wattles, face and neck are bright red. 
In size they are medium, the cocks weigh- 
ing about six pounds and the hens fovr and 
a half to five pounds. They are singularly

How to Caponize 


In order to do this operation with a mini- 
mum of pain, and in shortest time, and with 
greatest probability of success, the cock- 
crels must be properly starved for about 
forty hours previous to the time of operat- 
ing. This is absolutely important in order 
to empty out the whole intestinal canal, 
and allow the intestines to fall down out 
of the way when the fowls are lying on 
their sides during the operation. The male 
generative organs are to be found up close 
to the back-bone on either side, and there 
fore it is cssential to have the intestine lax 
and away from the area. being worked 
upon. This means withholding both food 
and water during that period. It is not in- 
humane. The cockcrels will get hungry of 
course, but that will not hurt them. We 
get hungry oftentimes, but it doesn't hurt 
us particularly. 

While the cockerels are being starved 
keep them where it is cool and comfortable 
in clean quaviers. The operation of capon. 
izing is as follow: : 

1. Tie the cockerel to

2. Pluck away a few feathers on the spot 
over which you are to cut.

3. Quickly bathe the area with disin- 
fectant solution, smoothing the feathers 
away from the spot. 

. Make one careful incision between the 
last two ribs from the rear, and about mid- 
way on the body, making the cvt about one 
and onc quarter inches long. Use care not 
to force knife point in too deeply. 


5. With tearing hook break away the 


thin membranes to be seen just below the 
incision, and with probe find the generative 
organs. 

6. It is necessary to insert the spread- 
ers first, of course, after making the cut. 
Place the handles of the spreaders toward 
the fowl's back, thereby keeping them out 
ut the way of the operator. | 

i. Remove the lower organ first, then 
the upper. Use great care not to remove 
anything else, or to catch into the blood 
vessels which lie near. 

8 Remove spreaders, bathe with disin- 
fectant and remove from table. 

General suggestions: A. Remove the 
cockerels as soon as possible after finish- 
ing the operation. The longer that they 
are kept on the table the greater the dan- 
gor.

The old imitation milk law is superseded 
in the new legislation by the filed milk 


sale of evaporated combinations of skimmed 
milk and vegetable oils. This is in har- 
mony with the Federal statute prohibiting 
the interstate shipment of such products. 

Under the new act known as the general 


(1) goat’s milk, (2) ewe’s milk, and (3) 
milk unfit for human consumption. It rais- 
es the standard of quality of milk for cheese 
making, establishing moisture requirements 
in the standard grades. The manufacture 
of ice-cream from wholesome sweet butter 
or pure milk-fat, is legalized under regula- 
tions, when, owing to the scarcity of fresh 
cream, such procedure is necessary. The 
use of oleomargarine is prohibited in char- 
itable and penal institutions that receive 
assistance from the State. Returnable con- 
tainers, including ice-cream tubs, must be 
marked with the name and address of the 
owner, or distributor.

PERMANENCY OF INVESTMENT 


Now just what fuducements do the men 
see to attract and hold them here? First 
in appeal is, of course, the ideal of inde- 
pendent ownership of land. Imperial Valley 
offers a diversity of choice in the type of 
farming that may be undertaken. What 
has appealed most strongly to the men in 
their investigations of the valley's re 
sources are the substantial profits returned 
on the average by vineyards and grapefruit 
groves. This is good evidence of their in- 
terest in a permanent type of farming,— 
one which adds value to the land, while 
improving a community which has hereto 
fore suffered from a k of real homes. 
turning to crops 
which call for considerable outlay in the 
planting, and constant care for three to five 
years before a substantial crop can be har- 
vested, is that landowners have been will- 
ing to sell to trainees on long-term pay- 
ments only on the security represented by 
such increases in land values as accrue an- 
nually to tracts so planted. Trainees are 
paying from $175 to $500 per acre for their 
farms. The average price is estimated to 
be about $225. Buying land in the valley 
approaches the uncertainty of horse-trading 
and errors in judgment have been made by 
those to whom has been assigned the re- 
sponsibility of soil appraisement.

EFORE the annual attack on scale pests 
was launched in the cifrus groves of

The best implement for this purpose is 
the alfalfa harrow, which is a modification 
of the spring-tooth harrow. The spike-tooth 
harrow may be used on the lighter soils, 
but is of little use on the heavy soils. The 
disc harrow is very liable to prove injuri- 
ous.

Before removing them, clean around the 
edges of the inspection plates with a cloth, 
using gasoline or distillate if necessary. Do 
not use cotton waste inside of an engine. 
Be certain that all tools to be used and the 
jacket sleeves and hands are absolutely free 
from dirt and grit. 

The bearings may be tested by using a 
bar. Place one end of the bar under the 
crank shaft to test a main bearing, or under 
the connecting rod cap to test a crank bear- 
ing. Use the bottom edge of the inspection 
plate hole or a block of wood on the edge 
of the hole as a fulcrum. By placing the 
thumb and fingers of one hand partly on the 
crank shaft and partly on the bearing being 
tested, any looseness may easily be de- 
tected. In fact, if the bearing is very loose, 
the movement of the shaft may be seen. 

After locating the loose bearings, the ad- 
justment may be made by either removing 
shims or filing some material off the bear- 
ing cap in case no shims are used. Always 
remove the same thickness of shims from 
each side or, if it ig necessary to file the 
cap, file it the same amount on each side. 
The only exception to this rule is in case 
it is impossible to get the desired adjust- 
ment with the same amount of shims on 
each side. Under these conditions, it is per- 
missible to use on one side a very thin ex- 
tra shim. | 

Having removed a shim from each side, 
replace the bearing cap. It is highly #mpor- 
tant that each cap be replaced in exactly its 
former, position. Set the nuts up tight, and 
‘strikesthe cap a few sharp blows. with a 
hammer; so as to be sure it is really tight 
‘and u place. Test the adjustment by turn- 
ing the crank with compression released. 
Remove the spark plugs if there are no 
compression release cocks. This process 
should be repeated until an adjustment is 
obtained where the bearing does not bind, 
yet one is able to feel just a perceptible 
drag when turning the crank with one hand. 
Great care must be used not to damage the 
polished surface of the shaft. Most crank 
shafie are made of comparatively soft steel

It is doubtful if this is 
necessary, even in the case of new bearings, 
if they have been properly scraped to fit 
the shaft. There is always danger of burn- 
ing out a bearing or at least of pulling the 
oil grooves full of babbitt and thus interfer- 
ing with its proper lubrication.

FAITH IN DECIDUOUS 
FRUIT IS REWARDED 
 BAKERSFIELD.—After facing ruin in 
1913, when the well-remembered “big 


freeze” killed the two-year-old orange trees 
they had planted on ninety acres, Ernest 
Richter and Gus Crane, of the firm Richter 
& Crane, operating at Loma Park, have 
found success via the deciduous-fruit route, 
and are today the largest independent ship- 
pers of peaches in Kern county. With the 
exception of one corporation, their hold- 
ings probably represent the largest fruit 
ranch in the county as well. Loma Park 
lies in the heart of what is commonly 
thought of as a citrus-fruit region; about 
seven miles east of Bakersfield, adjacent to 
the famous Edison orange region. g 
In many respects Richter and Crane have 
been pioneers. They left the sunny re- 
gions of Southern California to seek fertile 
lands where prices were not so high, at @ 
time when Kern county had not so thor- 
oughly proved its value as a fruit-growing 
region as it has now. They had the cour- 
age to try deciduous fruits when all about 
them were planting oranges, and they have 
introduced several new varieties of peaches, 
not found elsewhere in this part of the 
State. 
Richter and Crane have so planted their 
various fruit. that they are shipping all 
year round, with the exception of less than 
twe months—October and a part of No- 
vember. Their 200 acres, nearly all in bear- 
ing now, are planted to several different 
kinds of fruit, though peaches predominate.
